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Shuttle 
flight set 
Friday

The Space Shuttle orbiter will spring 
from its comfortable seat atop its Boeing 
747 taxi tomorrow morning at Edwards 
Air Force Base in a crucial test for the 
space shuttle program. 


The bird, christened the Enterprise, 
will leave its nest when a series of small 
explosive charges free it from the 
modified Boeing 747 transport plane. 
Ideally, it will then drift along a short 
charted course to a landing about nine 
miles away on a dry lake bed at the base, 
just north of Los Angeles. 


Friday’s free flight is the first flight in 
the third phase of pivotal approach and 
landing tests for the space shuttle 
program. In the last six months, The 
Enterprise, while bolted to the modified 
747, has successfully completed eight 
captive flights — three manned with 
shuttle pilots Fred Haise Jr., and Gordon 
Fullerton. Two more free flights are ten­ 
tatively planned for August 30 and mid- 
September. 


This first free flight will scrutinize the 
orbiters ability to maneuver and glide to 
a safe landing. Approaching the dry lake 
bed powerless, it will get only one 
chance to land. Success of the solo flight 
is critical in maintaining a schedule to 
launch the first actual space shuttle mis­ 
sion in March, 1979. 


The significance of the trial is forecast 
by the national attention it has attracted. 
The National Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration expects between 500 and 750 
members of the press and upwards of 
50.000 other spectators. 
There is also a lot of money riding on 
the test. By the time the approach and 
landing tests began February 15 of this 
year, a NASA spokeswoman said $3 
billion had been spent developing the 
pioneer space project. This is about half 
of the projected $6 billion the space shut­ 
tle would finally cost. 
When the mated airships take off Fri­ 
day morning, over a half-billion dollars 
will be airborne. The Enterprise rung up 
at $500 million to develop and build while 
the 747 cost a mere $35 million to modify. 
Because of development costs, future or- 
biters are expected to be substantially 
less expensive. 
After the scheduled 8 a.m. takeoff, the 
747 and mated orbiter will climb for 46 
minutes to an altitude of 22,800 feet 
above the ground At 310 miles-per-hour, 
the orbiter crew (Haise and Fullerton) 
will electrically trigger the small 
charges at the three connection points to 
free the Enterprise. The 747 will drop 
and veer left while the orbiter lifts sl­ 
ightly and angles right. The orbiter 
should then make two consecutive 90- 
degree left turns and approach Rogers 
Lake, which has been dry for centuries. 
The orbiter is scheduled to solo five 
minutes and 19 seconds before a 220 
mile-per-hour glide touchdown. 
Should there be any serious complica­ 
tions, Haise and Fullerton will eject 
from the orbiter while the 747 pilots, 
Fitzhugh L Fulton Jr., and Thomas C. 
McMurty, will carry parachutes. 
The Enterprise — also identified as or­ 
biter 101 — is a prototype for later or- 
biters but also is scheduled for launch 
from Kennedy Space Center in Florida in 
July 1961. 
The first actual space shuttle launch 
will involve the still-unnamed second or­ 
biter, 102, which is nearing completion at 
Rockwell International in Palmdale, Ca. 
The launch is scheduled for March, 1979 
at Kennedy Space Center with a sub­ 
sequent touchdown at Edwards AFB. 
Vandenberg AFB should get into the 
action in December, 1982 when the third 
orbiter should be ready for a space shot 
from the base’s Space Launch Complex 6 
on the south side of Vandenberg. 
Although they will be combined with 
NASA cargo, the m ajority of the 
military payloads will be sent into space 
from Vandenberg 
The Shuttle Transportation System is a 
major advancement in space travel 
designed to provide low-cost delivery of 
satellites and space laboratories into 
near-earth orbit. Orbiters will also 
provide an orbital launch platform to 
blast spacecraft into higher altitudes or 
interplanetary flight 
The system boasts of a huge drop in the 
cost of space shipping 
The NASA 
spokeswoman said cargo aboard the 
shuttle would cost $150 a pound to tran­ 
sport compared to $600 per pound aboard 
the Apollo missions. 
Although, at this time, scientists say 
uses of the space shuttle are almost 
limitless, the orbiters have been tabbed 
to transport equipment for communica­ 
tion, weather and solar research, 
manufacturing and medical operations 
in the weightlessness of space, pollution 
monitoring, resource management and 
further planet exploration, just to name 
a few.

S. and Panamanian negotiators have 
agreed on a new Panama Canal treaty 
that will end American control of the 
waterway by the year 2000, and Panama 
declared a national holiday today to 
celebrate. 
Chief 
U.S. 
negotiators Ellsworth 
Bunker and Sol Linowitz left early today 
for Washington to discuss details of the 
agreement with President Carter.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Another drop 
in food costs pushed wholesale prices 
down 0 1 per cent in July for the first 
back-to-back monthly declines in two 
and one-half years, the Labor Depart­ 
ment reported today. 
Prices declined both for raw food at 
the farm and in various stages of 
preparation on the way to supermarkets, 
the department said. The drops began 
showing up in grocery stores in late July 
and early August. 
Based on a seasonally adjusted com­ 
pound annual rate, farm prices have 
dropped 20 per cent since April, the 
department said. 
The important sector of industrial 
commodities — m etals, machinery, 
lumber and electric power — also 
contributed to the good economic news, 
atthougn the moderate 0.5 per cent in­ 
crease was faster than June's. 
The 0.7 per cent decline in wholesale 
prices during June broke the back of a 
nine-month inflation spiral. That drop 
along with the July drop marked the first 
consecutive declines since February and 
March, 1975. 
The July Wholesale Price Index stood 
at 194 8 in July from the 1967 base of 100. 
That means wholesale buyers paid 
$194 80 for goods last month that would 
have cost $100 a decade earlier 
The WPI measures average changes in 
prices of commodities sold in large quan­ 
tities by producers. The survey covers 
9,000 firms dealing in 2,700 products 
The new data on inflation showed 
wholesale prices rose 5 6 per cent in the 
past 12 months, the Labor Department 
said. 
This is a distinct improvement from 
the rate of increase that exceeded 7 per 
cent last spring

Panamanian sources said Carter may 
travel to Panama for a joint announce­ 
ment of the points of the treaty. 
“I think it’s a fair treaty,” Linowitz 
said before boarding a U.S. Air Force 
plane for Washington. ‘‘We’re pleased 
we’ve been able to arrive at these princi­ 
ples of agreement, and we think it ushers 
in a new chapter of relations between our 
two countries. 
Bunker said he believed the treaty, 
agreed upon after 13 years of sporadic 
talks, would lead to “good relations with 
Panama and all of Latin America.” 
Panamanian strongman Gen. Omar 
Torrijos today declared a national holi­ 
day. Schools, shops, factories and offices 
closed as Panamanians took off for the 
beaches and countryside to celebrate the 
agreement. 
The treaty was expected to face a 
tough ratification fight in the U.S. 
Senate. 
Under the new pact, the United States 
and Panama will operate the Canal joint­ 
ly until the year 2000. when Panama will 
assume full control. The United States 
has operated the Canal since a 1903 
treaty granted it total control ‘‘in 
perpetuity.” 
One of the last major stumbling blocks 
in reaching agreement had been how 
much the United States would pay to use 
the waterway until Panama takes it 
over. 
Panamanian sources said the United 
S ta te s cam e c lo se to a cc e p tin g 
Panama’s demands for a lump payment 
of $460 million plus annual fees of $150 
million The sources indicated the lump 
sum would come in the form of indirect 
U.S. aid to Panama to avoid congres­ 
sional opposition to a huge one-time out­ 
lay. 
‘‘Though this is but one stage in the 
completion of our historic task, it is a 
major step toward our mutual goal,” 
Bunker said 
‘‘This has been a long and arduous 
path, as you know. For more than 13 
years, under four (U S.) presidents, we 
have sought a new and mutually 
beneficial relationship between our 
countries Now we have taken a signifi­ 
cant step toward that long-sought goal." 
Earlier Wednesday. Bethancourt said 
the two sides had failed to reach an 
understanding on defense plans and 
Canal Zone labor problems, even though 
they had worked past midnight Tuesday. 
But before going into Wednesday’s 
talks, Escobar said, “ I hope this will be 
our last meeting.” 
One snag focused on arrangements for 
the canal’s defense until the last U.S. 
troops leave at the turn of the century. 
The problem apparently hinged on the 
withdrawal rate and how soon the U.S. 
troops would be replaced by Panama­ 
nians. 
Another issue was job security for 
about 15,000 Panamanians working in the 
550-square-mile Canal Zone. 
Now covered by U S Social Security, 
they would be transferred to Panama­ 
nian Social Security plans once the 
treaty is signed 
Panama wanted as­ 
surances there would be no mass firings 
of these workers.

The Community Action Center in Lom­ 
poc houses more than well-worn rugs, 
second-hand furniture, multi-lingual in­ 
formation pamphlets and books within 
its old, carefully maintained walls 
It houses relief and hopes of a better 
future for the poor, disabled, old and 
minorities in Lompoc 
The Community Action Commission is 
an um brella for so cia l serv ices 
throughout the county As part of its ad­ 
vocacy program to reach the disadvan­ 
taged, there are centers like the one in 
Lompoc set up in each community. 1116 
centers serve as clearinghouses for in­ 
formation and services. 
Federal programs under the auspices 
of the commission (Head Start, food 
stamps, 
Comprehensive 
Employment 
Training Act and nutrition), are ad­ 
ministered in Lompoc through the 
center, located at 118 South E St. 
According to Director Olga Gonzalez, 
the Lompoc center is mainly a referral 
service, working closely with such 
government agencies as the Welfare, 
Health, Social Security and Mental 
Health Departments. 
“ Even though there may be an existing 
agency." said Gonzalez, “We try to fill in 
the gaps We try not to duplicate ser­ 
vices, but to work with the existing 
programs ” 
‘‘Filling in the gaps” can range from 
just referring a client to the proper

While City Hall employes look forward 
to abandoning their old office building 
for a new civic center, the parks depart­ 
ment has begun plans to give the Walnut 
Avenue structure a facelift and a fresh 
personality. 
The parks and recreation commission 
last night approved the application for 
grant funds to convert the soon ex-City 
Hall into a recreation center. 
“We would like to start work the day 
they move out,” parks director Jack 
Anderson said. Construction of the civic 
center is scheduled to begin in 
November, he said, and will take about a 
year to complete. 
Pending approval by the City Council 
Tuesday, the parks department would 
apply to the state’s Urban Open Space 
and Recreation Grant program for 
$296,250 
The 75/25 matching funds program 
would require the city to commit $98,750 
to the project, thus allowing a total ex­ 
penditure of $395,000. 
The old building would require work to 
“bring it up to code” — meet, for exam­ 
ple, fire and earthquake protection laws. 
Floors, windows and walls all need 
major renovation or repair, Anderson 
said A leaky roof could be replaced with 


attractive Spanish tile 
Plans for the building would prepare it 
once again for recreational uses; it was 
originally a USO center 
A kitchen would go back in, and the 
fireplace, now ignored, put to use. The 
building would house a teen lounge, 
game and meeting rooms, and parks and 
recreation classes, as well as depart­ 
ment offices, Anderson said. 
The approximately 15,000 square foot 
City Hall, Anderson said, would provide 
the parks and recreation department 
with some 10 times more space than does 
its current building next to the Municipal 
Pool. 
The city now can only roughly es­ 
timate renovation costs. ‘‘Many un­ 
knowns” remain, Anderson said, “until 
we get an architect aboard, and we won’t 
get an architect until the grant is ap­ 
proved.” 
Lompoc recently received $90,000 from 
the Urban Space and R ecreation 
program for development of College 
Park, but approval of this one is “not 
sure at all, it’s very competitive,” Rocky 
Fluhart, city administrative assistant, 
said. When grant funds were last dis­ 
tributed, the state received requests for 
about four times as much money as was 
available, he said 
Also last night, the commission agreed 


to appoint a committee to study the 
problem of broken glass in parks — es­ 
pecially Ryon Park where “drunk teen­ 
agers” leave empty beer and wine bot­ 
tles, Anderson said. 


“Each day we pick up, conservatively, 
50 pounds of glass out of that parking 
lot,” he said. Nightly partyers also lob 
bottles onto nearby tennis courts, depart­ 
ment staff member Ronda Pickett said. 
“They love to throw bottles on the 
ground or concrete,” Anderson said. 
“It’s a game they play." 
Park ranger Robert Ramming said the 
drinkers are merely too lazy to put their 
bottles in garbage cans, “They just 
throw it in that general direction. It’s not 
a vandalism problem, it’s a littering 
problem.” 


The city might move in more garbage 
cans, nail up signs or attempt more 
frequent patrolling of the parks 
“The most drastic thing we could do is 
pass a park rule prohibiting glass in the 
parks, 
Anderson said, and added wryly 
"Or we could do what they do in Ger­ 
many, not allow them to walk on the 
grais.” 
As a precaution against bloody feet, 
children and other park visitors should 
wear shoes and pre-check sandy play 
areas. 


agency, to aid in completing the piles of 
official forms many agencies require. 
The center works as an intermediary 
in misunderstandings between agencies 
and their clients The Police Depart­ 
ment, hospital, courts and schools often 
call on center workers to act as 
translators and interpreters 
During the month of May, said Gon­ 
zalez. some 399 people came to the 
center for services. 
“The monies are there, the services 
are there,” said Gonzalez. “ We want 
people to take advantage, because it is 
there, so it will be fully utilized ” 
The commission is often seen as one of 
th e 
m ore 
fle x ib le , 
r e sp o n siv e 
governmental agencies Gonzalez said at 
times people come in an emergency 
situation needing money, food or gas 
After a screening process and with the 
approval of two board members from the 
Lompoc Valley Chamber of Commerce, 
a person can receive a small amount of 
cash, or vouchers good for a few dollars’ 
worth of groceries or gas. 
(Gonzalez said businesses in town are 
very cooperative with the center, honor­ 
ing the vouchers “almost matter-of- 
factly” ) 
This aid is termed “loans,” and Gon­ 
zalez said if people pay back the center, 
they are eligible for another loan Do 
people often take the money and run? 
“I think it happens more than we 
would like to admit,” said Gonzalez. “ If 
people want to take advantage of us they 
will find a way.” 
In addition to the federal programs 
already mentioned, the center operates 
several other commission projects in 
Lompoc. 
The Lompoc Transit System is run un­ 
der contract between the city of Lompoc 
ami the commission. Senior citizens can 
get transportation at reduced fares, sub­ 
sidized by commission funds. 
Another Lompoc program for seniors 
is the nutrition service. Rosalie Discus, 
head of the program, said 25-33 seniors 
receive a hot lunch free of charge each 
day at the First United Presbyterian 
Church. 
New one-shot projects being developed 
for Lompoc include energy subsidy and 
climatization programs. 
Gonzalez said under the energy sub­ 
sidy program, low-income families who 
have not been able to pay utility bills will 
have those bills taken care of. 
Through a contract with the commis­ 
sion. local banks will cover outstanding 
bills and be reimbursed by the commis­ 
sion 
Under the climatization program 20-30 
low income families will have their 
houses weatherized free of charge This 
process includes insulating, repairing 
loose boards or windows and putting 
stripping around doors and windows to 
prevent heat or air conditioning from es­ 
caping 
In addition to saving energy, the 
climatization program will also cut down 
the size of utility bills 
Money for CAC programs comes from 
federal, state, local and private sources. 
The budget for 1976-‘77 on going 
programs totaled $1,878,497. 
The lack of CAC programs could leave 
a void in the lives of many people who 
can least afford it. As Lompoc Mayor 
Charlotte Benton said, perhaps in under­ 
statement, 
“The CAC does quite a bit of good ” 


Postal employe 
charged as 
' Son of Sam' 


NEW YORK 
( U P I ) - D a v id 
Berkowitz, a 24-year-old postal worker, 
was charged today as “Son of Sam,” the 
psychopath who killed six persons in a 
year-long reign of terror and reportedly 
planned to go out “ in a blaze of glory” 
with a wholesale slaughter at a dis­ 
cotheque the night of his arrest. 
“Okay, you got m e,” Berkowitz said 
with an air of resignation as police 
closed in on him at the end of the largest 
manhunt in New York history, eclipsing 
the search for London’s 19th Century 
Jack the Ripper and the Boston Stran­ 
gler of the 1960s. 
In the end, “Son of Sam” was tripped 
up by a dispute with a neighbor and by a 
$25-ticket for parking in front of a fire 
hydrant on the night of his last murder 
July 31. 
“We have him,” said First Deputy 
Police Commissioner James Taylor. 
“He made statements of admission" 
after his arrest, added Chief of Detec­ 
tives John Keenan. “He seemed to be 
resigned to what appeared to be his 
fate.” 
New Yorkers breathed easy for the 
first time in 13 months. 
The suspect, according to a newspaper 
columnist, told police he killed on the 
orders of a dog named Sam and planned 
to shoot up a Long Island nightspot “and 
kill everybody” the night of his arrest 
Berkowitz, a stocky mail sorter who 
served in Korea with the Army’s 2nd 
Division, was arrested as he sat at the 
wheel of his car outside his Yonkers, 
N.Y., home about 9:30 p.m. Wednesday, 
one year and 13 days after his first 
lovers’ lane killing July 29, 1976 
In the car were a fully loaded .44 
caliber revolver, the traffic ticket traced 
to him, and a submachine gun he 
reportedly planned to use to mow down 
dancers Wednesday night at a Long 
Island discotheque. 
The revolver, which gave “Son of 
Sam” his other monicker of “.44-caliber 
killer,” was identified by ballistics ex­ 
perts as the weapon used in all of the am­ 
bush attacks. 
“Son of Sam” killed five women and 
one man. and wounded seven other 
persons, most of them as couples parked 
in lovers’ lanes.

Stricter lot split road 
considered by county 
policy 
planners 


The County Transportation 
D epartm ent's ' get tough” un­ 
official policy on requiring 
roads for lot splits on less than 
five acres will be considered by 
the Planning Commission on 
Sept 7 
Director of Transportation 
Leland Steward is attem pting 
to make that policy official 
through the Board of Super­ 
visors and he appeared before 
the planners to ask their sup­ 
port for a resolution 
Steward picked a controver­ 
sial area north of Solvang along 
Fredenborg Canyon Road to il­ 
lustrate the proliferation of 
small lot splits which, to his 
mind, have inadequate roads or 
access 
The planners directed their 
staff to look into the im pact of 
such a policy and report back 
for a hearing Sept. 7. 
The 
wording of their motion states 
that “ all lot splits created on 
land zoned five acres or less 
that do not have access to a 
public r o a d ” would com e 
before the Planning Commis­ 
sion. rather than just going to 
the Subdivision Committee as 
often happens now. 
The push for a tougher policy 
sr lot splits was backed by the 
Santa Ynez Valley Advisory 
Committee 
Mrs Zita Nielsen, 
representing 
the 
com mittee, 
asked the planners to ‘‘continue 
to deny lot splits until a road is 
put in.” 


Mrs Nielsen noted that the 
area west of Fredenborg Ca­ 
nyon and bounded by Chalk Hill 
Road ‘‘is the only way Solvang 
can grow” and predicted the 
development there “could be in 
the hundreds, even thousands ” 
Also in the works is the Tran­ 
sportation Departm ent’s Cir­ 
culation Elem ent for the Santa 
Ynez Valley, showing lines for 
roads that should exist as the 
area grows. It is now open for 
public input and Steward said 
he expects to have the road plan

Most of the planners felt it 
was improper at this time to 
lend their whole support to 
Steward's policy — which he 
said is now being implemented 
unofficially at the Subdivision 
Committee level “to test the 
w ater" — until its impact is as­ 
sessed for all county areas 
Commissioner Donald Lahr 
felt uncomfortable with deny­ 
ing a current lot split if it didn't 
have a standard road condition 
since “ the policy does not in 
fact exist’’ at the supervisors’ 
direction 
Steward's presentation of the 
Fredenborg Canyon area en­ 
tailed a short history from 1967 
of lot splits occuring in the area 
that got by without having to 
dedicate road easem ents to the 
county 
He noted that there 
were some 30-foot private ease­ 
ments on deeds, but only one 
stretch of 60-foot road dedica­ 
tion. which left a number of 
parcels land-locked or depen­ 
dent on a dirt private road off 
F red en b o rg C anyon 
Road 
owned by Fred Bates 


The same issue in the same 
area cam e up at last week’s 
Planning Commission meeting 
when the LoVerme and Weeks 
families wanted to split their

Those doctors, it said, tend to

perhaps un necessary use of 
their services in order to in­ 
crease their income. 
Radiologists based at hospi­ 
tals make $57,000 m ore per year 
per doctor than their colleagues 


who are paid straight salaries 
by hospitals, the group said, 
while the difference in earnings 
for pathologists is $75,200 per 
year per doctor

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Graphoanalyst evaluates handwriting strokes

“There were many tim es I didn’t think 
I would finish it because it was quite in­ 
volved,” Lurline Cotton says of her study 
of graphoanalysis. 
But her husband, Wendell, said, “You 
are not a quitter” and it reminded Mrs. 
Cotton. 1700 Sheffield Drive, of the old 
days when she’d say the same thing to 
him in his study of dentistry. So she kept 
right on. 
Recently, she received her certificate 
q u a lif y in g h e r a s a c e r t i f i e d 
eraphoanalyst from the International 
Graphoanalysis Society in Chicago for 
completing 
their 
18-month extension 
course 


She not only completed it. she did so 
well that during graduation ceremonies 
in Chicago she received an honor ribbon 
as well as an $800 scholarship for ad­ 
vanced study. 
When she com pletes that 18-month ex­ 
tension course she will become a cer­ 
tified master graphoanalyst. 


Graphoanalysis is a scientific system 
of id en tify in g and a ss e s s in g the 
character and personality of an in­ 
d ivid u al 
through a 
stud y of his 
handwriting 


The techniques used are based on a 
well-defined, standardized method of 1) 
identifying strokes, 2) relating these 
strokes to specific personality traits, and 
3) evaluating the relative strength of the 
inter-relating traits. 


Though Mrs. Cotton holds a BA in 
drama from West Virginia State College, 
her interest in handwriting dates back to 
the eighth grade when she sent for 
everything she could find pertaining to 
handwriting analysis and applied it to 
herself. 


nui sne reauy aid notmng serious 
about it until two years ago, following an 
Orthodontic convention she attended in 
Houston with her husband. 


One of the programs for the dentists’ 
w ives was on handwriting analysis 
presented by another orthodontist’s wife, 
a certified graphoanalyst who passed out 
cards to interested people. 
Mrs. Cotton sent away for the informa­ 
tion and began her study the very next 
year. 


In years past, Mrs. Cotton taught arts 
and crafts in the Park D istrict of 
Chicago when her husband was attending 
the University of Illinois Dental School 
from 1944-’47. 


During the years he took orthodontic 
training at the University of California 
at Berkeley and set up practice there, 
she worked 
as a clerk in the Oakland 
Public Library. 


But for most of the years he’s been in 
practice (at 601 E. Ocean since 1963) she 
has been his loyal receptionist. 
Until she took up her studies in 
earnest. 


Certification authorizes Mrs. Cotton to 
prepare personality assessm ent reports 
based on Graphoanalysis for individuals 
and business firms; lecture to civic, ser­ 
vice, and social organizations whose 
members may be interested in learning 
about the subject; and to conduct an in­ 
troductory basic steps program in 
graphoanalysis

She also is trained to identify per­ 
sonality traits in people without the 
necessity of meeting them, using sam ­ 
ples of their handwriting for analysis 
purposes.

A brief “personality profile” 
will cost about $15; a comprehensive 
report, $100.

The mother of two grown children, 
Mrs. Cotton is especially interested in 
working with teen-agers, to get them 
started on the right track jobwise. 


“Handwriting is brain w riting,” Mrs 
Cotton says. And through analyzing and 
e v a l u a t in g 
th e 
s t r o k e s , 
th e 
graphoanalyst can determine such things 
as whether that individual should work 
indoors or outdoors and what kind of 
employment he should pursue. 


Mostly, she says, clients are people 
seeking to know themselves and how 
they are affected in their daily lives by 
the positive and negative traits in their 
handwriting. 


Fond of many hobbies, sewing is the 
one Mrs. Cotton finds a “ stabilizing 
therapy" for her.

From Lompoc Record correspondent Jane Daly 
com es the following recipe: 
One-And-A-Half-Hour Bread or Rolls 
Step One: 
Dissolve in 1 cup warm water: 
2 pkgs. yeast or 2 tbsp. dry yeast 
1 tbsp. honey, m olasses, or sugar 
Mix and let stand 10 minutes or until frothy 


Step Two: 
To 3 cups of HOT water add . 
1/3 cup honey or m olasses, or Vi cup sugar and 
enough flour to make a thick batter. 
Mix well and let stand till the yeast is ready. 
Beat well and add the yeast mixture. 
Let stand for 15 minutes. 


Step Three 
Add: 
4 tbsp. oil, 4 tsp salt and enough flour to nqake a soft 
dough. 


Step Four: 
Knead on floured board 8-10 minutes till smooth. 
Shake into loaves or rolls and place in oiled pans or 
cans. 
Step Five: 
Place in COLD oven. Turn over to 225 for 15 minutes 
or until bread has risen enough Then turn oven to 350 
and bake about 35 minutes or until done. Remove from 
pans and brush tops with oil if you wish a soft crust 


Variations 
Note: 
If liquid type m aterials are added, increase 
yeast Mi again 
This recipe may use any flour One hundred per cent 
whole wheat is delicious 
If rye is used, mix some 
whole wheat with it (2 or 3 cups) and don’t forget the 
anise or caraway seed (Put whole wheat on board.) 
Leftover cooked oatmeal may be added at sponge 
stage (Step No 1). Try these — adding them at Step 
No. 2: 
— 1-2 cups hot applesauce, 1 tbsp. cinnamon, some 
chopped nuts. Bake a bit longer 
Count as liquid. 
— Substitute orange juice for part of the liquid. Add 
grated rind and nuts. 
— IMi cups mashed bananas — and nuts (if you can 
afford them!) Bake 10-15 minutes longer. Equals Mi 
cup liquid. 
— One cup unseasoned mashed potatoes. (It makes 
a moist loaf!) Bake at 375 instead of 350 10-15 minutes 
longer. 
— One cup cracked wheat. 
Pouring boiling water 
over it beforehand helps soften it. Seven-grain cereal 


works beautifully. 
— Two cups cooked oats (unsaltedi makes another 
moist loaf. 
Bake at 375 instead of 350 
— One cup mashed carrots — v^ cup liquid 
— Roll out the dough and use any filling you like for 
crescents, braids, etc. Or make dinner rolls. 
Rule of Thumb: 1 pkg. yeast for every 2 cups liquid; 
2 tbsp sweetening to every cup liquid, 1 tbsp oil for 
every cup liquid and 1 tsp. salt. 


If you like Mexican food and are looking for a good 
casserole to serve 10-12, this is a good recipe. For a 
lesser amount, it may be cut in half 


Enchilada Casserole 
1 medium onion, chopped 
2 tbsp butter 
2 lbs ground beef 
1 (12-oz ) can Mexicom 
Vi tsp rosemary 
V< tsp. oregano 
Mi tsp. marjoram 
2 tsp salt 
Mi tsp pepper 
2 — 8 oz. cans tomato sauce 
1 — 10 oz. can enchilada sauce 
12 tortillas 
Vk to Mi lb sharp cheddar cheese, shredded 
Saute onion in butter. Add beef and cook until lightly 
browned. Add corn and seasonings 
Combine tomato 
sauce and enchilada sauce in a bowl or large measur­ 
ing cup. Pour half over meat. 
Arrange 6 tortillas in bottom of greased (or sprayed) 
2-quart casserole 
Pour meat mixture over. 
Cover 
with half the cheese; then remaining tortillas and 
cheese and top by pouring the remainder of sauce over 
all.

Beckstead, second counselor of 
the LDS church in Solvang and 
manager of the farming opera­ 
tion, one of the goals of the 
Solvang church and following 
one which is prevalent in the

throughout the nation, has 
always been to own a parcel of 
farming land which will not 
only produce revenue but which 
will also, in time of emergency 
or disaster, raise enough food to 
sustain the en tire church 
membership 
Farmland ownership is also 
designed, Beckstead said, to 
develop farming skills among 
the membership He also noted 
that any profits derived from 
the farming projects will be 
funneled to the Ward welfare 
fund to aid members in time of 
need 
Beckstead stated that the 


cost of preparing the land with 
a tractor and other equipment, 
planting, some weed control 
and fertilization is done on a 
contractural basis.

Beckstead said the crop has 
been sold under contract with 
the starting average price sl­ 
ated at about $60 a ton. He 
noted that the average yield in a 
good year in California for 
tomatoes is between 27 and 28 
tons to the acre.

The Santa Ynez Valley Advisory Committee 
Tuesday night accepted reports from three sub­ 
committees. suggested further revisions for the 
E R M E — Environmental Resources Manage­ 
ment Element — and heard Tom Hart of the 
county planning departm ent outline further 
procedures for the subcommittees to follow, 
with October as a possible bench mark date for 
completion of present work on the new com­ 
prehensive plan 
The circulation subcommittee, of which Lorna 
Pinassi is chairman, presented for viewing a 
map provided by Leland Steward, county direc­ 
tor of transportation, showing future plans for 
circulation in the valley 
The map was met with many objections from 
the full committee because it depicted several

But Carter’s il­ 
legal alien proposal does not in­ 
clude the Bracero program 
Instead, it calls for shoring up 
the U.S. Border Patrol force 
and granting amnesty to some 
illegal aliens already in the U.S.

Episcopal 
priests 
defrocked 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Four priests whose congrega­ 
tions vpted to sever relations 
with the Episcopal Church in 
the dispute over the ordination 
of women have been defrocked, 
but have not relinquished 
priestly functions in their 
breakaway parishes. 
Officials disclosed Wednes­ 
day that Bishop Robert Rusack 
took the action late last week 
against the priests, who were 
given six month suspensions 
earlier in the year after their 
churches withdrew from the 
denomination and exercised 
autonomous control over their 
church property. 
In a letter to nearly 400 clergy 
in the Los Angeles Diocese, 
Rusack said he deposed the 
men “ with great sadness" and 
added. “ I bid your prayers for 
these men and for me in these 
days of sorrow.’’ 
Officials said only one other 
priest, in Denver, was previous­ 
ly defrocked by the church in 
the dispute, which has caused 
unrest throughout the denomi­ 
nation and led at least a dozen 
parishes around the country to 
secede 
The priests here are appar­ 
ently the first, however, to con­ 
tinue serving their congre­ 
gations as priests after being 
“ reduced to lay status’’ by the 
church heirarchy 
“ This is the first time in 
A nglicanism in the United 
States that defrocked priests 
have remained in their parishes 
and at their altars serving the 
Eucharist and in full charge of 
their congregation ”

LIMA, Peru (U PI) — A 
French doctor says he has dis­ 
covered a primitive tribe in the 
heart of the Amazon jungle that 
has vast riches of gold and 
precious stones and still prac­ 
tices human sacrifice. 
Dr. Luis Van Leer said 
Wednesday the tribe, which has 
been completely isolated, prac­ 
tices customs dating back as 
far as 4,000 years, including 
child marriage. 
It has a 15-letter alphabet, he 
said. 
Van Leer said the tribe lives 
in the jungles of eastern Peru 
near the borders of Colombia 
Polanski fights with cameraman 
day after sex case plea entry 


CULVER CITY, Calif. (UPI) 
— The day after director 
Roman Polanski pleaded guilty 
to a sex offense, he got into a 
brawl with a photographer who 
took pictures of Polanski pray- 
injg at the grave of his dead 
wife, actress Sharon Tate, on 
the eighth anniversary of her 
murder by the Manson family. 
The Los Angeles County dis­ 
trict attorney’s office refused 
Wednesday to bring charges 
against Polanski, saying there 
“ was no criminal intent” in his 
actions. 
The fracas occurred at Holy 
Cross Cemetery Tuesday, the 
day after Polanski pleaded 
guilty to a charge of illegal in­ 
tercourse with a 13-year-old 
girl. 
In a plea bargain, the district 


attorney agreed to drop five 
other counts, including charges 
he drugged and raped the girl 
while she modeled for fashion 
photos. A pre-sentence psy­ 
ch iatric exam ination was 
ordered. 
Freelance news photographer 
Curt Gunther complained to 
police that Polanski assaulted 
him and took his camera away 
as 
Gunther photographed 
Polanski kneeling at the grave 
of Miss Tate. 
Tuesday marked eight years 
to the day since a horrified 
maid arriving at Polanski's 
home discovered the bodies of 
the pregnant Miss Tate and four 
other persons slaughtered by 
marauders from the Charles 
Manson “ family” while Polan­ 
ski was in Europe 


Gunther told reporters he 
waited behind bushes about 30 
feet away and when Polanski 
knelt by the grave he stood up 
and snapped eight pictures. He 
said the enraged director 
chased him . shouting ob­ 
scenities, scratched his face 
and snatched away the camera, 
breaking its leather strap, and 
took it away with him. 
On G unther’s com plaint. 
Police telephoned Polanski and 
he told them he left the cam era 
in the cemetery office, where 
o ffic e rs recovered it and 
returned it to Gunther — 
without the film. 
Deputy District Attorney Mi­ 
chael Montagna, head of the 
Santa Monica office, said he 
brought no charges on Gun­ 
ther's complaint.

The tribe is called the Niawa. 
Its inhabitants stand between 5- 
foot-8 and 5-fo ot-ll. have 
copper-colored skins and wear 
nothing but loincloths and 
jewelry. Van Leer said. 
According to the calculations 
of the explorers, the Niawa 
once numbered m ore than 
80,000 but now have been 
reduced to 2,000 
Near the tribe’s grounds is a 
fully functioning gold mine 
resembling an underground 
city. Van Leer said. 
Fifty prisoners of the tribe do 
the mining, and the gold is 
worked by the Niawa. who also 
have a large collection of 
precious stones. 
The Niawa arrange mar­ 
riages for their children when 
they reach the age of 6. the doc­ 


tor said. The m arriages are not 
consummated until the couple 
reaches adolescence. 
Van Leer said the tribe prac­ 
tices human sacrifices. He 
claimed to have seen the heart 
of a woman being tom out of 
her body by a priest. 
V an 
L e e r 
s h o w e d 
photographs of the Niawa, but 
they left some observers in 
doubt as to their authenticity. 
The doctor also said that by 
November he would be able to 
produce members of the tribe 
and to show films of their tribal 
c u s t o m s , 
if

authorities can help sponsor 
another expedition. 
The other members of the 
team were Drs.

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Steady meteor shower 
falls on eastern states 


ORLANDO. Fla 
(UPI) - 
The most dependable meteor 
shower of the year has been 
speckling the eastern sky with 
“shooting stars” this week and 
the best time to see the show is 
still to come. 
The celestial fireworks are 
the result of the earth’s travel­ 
ing through debris left by the 
Swift-Tuttle comet as it passed 
through the galaxy more than a 
century ago. 
“A person can normally see 
about 50 of them an hour,” 
Bruce Salmon of Orlando’s 
John Young M useum and 
Planetarium, says of the tiny 
meteors. 
"Of the 50. eight or 10 of them 
are fairly bright. 
“They are mostly the size of 


grains of sand but some of them 
are the size of gravel. They're 
so small it’s amazing they 
cause so much commotion and 
excitement.” 
He said the tiny particles 
flaked off the comet as it pas­ 
sed by and are now floating 
around the sun. 
Salmon said the earth passes 
through the comet’s debris for 
several days each August, 
providing “ the most depen­ 
dable meteor shower of the 
year.” 
Salmon said the early hours 
of Friday and perhaps Saturday 
will offer the best chances of 
observing the shower, noting 
that the thin, crescent-shaped 
moon this year will not in­ 
terfere with the viewing

Senate panel rejects UC

EDINBURG, Tex. (UPI) - 
The fatal disease a teen-ager 
contracted by swimming in a 
South Texas lake is so rare that 
health officials admit they 
know of no way to prevent it. 
Dahlia Reyna, 17, was the 
60th reported victim in the past 
15 years of meningoenceph­ 
alitis, a nervous system disease 
transmitted by a one-celled 
amoeba which usually lives in 
stagnant water such as lakes.

“We haven’t really gotten 
anything concrete that can pre­ 
vent this sort of thing from 
happening again," said Dr.

Resources. 
"It’s extremely rare, and 
from that standpoint, it is some 
comfort to health officials,” 
Webb said. “But it’s so rare 
that we don’t have a polished 
system for reporting it.” 
Webb said the disease pene­

If the n otice m eets the 
requirements, the first of two 
18-month approval steps will 
begin. 
The first step includes public 
hearings and a determination 
by the commission that at least 
two of the proposed sites are 
acceptable for construction of 
the plant. The second step, the 
application 
for 
certification, 
would give the final authoriza­ 
tion for construction 
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curs in extremely hot weather.

It never came. 
Miss Reyna was the first 
person in Texas to contract the 
disease since 1972.

Era of space shuttle making 
medical care more important 


HOUSTON 
(U P I) - The 
coming era of the space shuttle 
and its promise to open space 
flight to more ordinary people 
makes emergency medical care 
a more important consideration 
for those who plan orbital m is­ 
sions. 
“ H eretofore, an astronaut 
went up into space and had 
pretty much the perfect body. 
The backup on the ground had 
to be fairly m inim al,” said 
Roger Koch of Boeing Aeros­ 
pace Co. 
“ With the shuttle, you’ve got 
all kinds of Toms. Dicks and 
Harrys going into space. Later 
on. you’re going to have just 
passenger types, maybe labo­ 
rers. and you’re looking at 
potential heart cases, appen­ 
dicitis. et cetera.” 
W ith th is in m in d , th e 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Adm inistration 
paid Boeing 
Aerospace $100.000 to draft con­ 
ceptual plans for an expanded 
ground-to-orbit 
medical 
con­ 
sultation system , the first step 
in solving the overall problem 
"As in past Apollo and Skylab 
programs, a m edically trained 
crewm em bers on board will be 
supported by NASA medical 
personnel on the ground at 
Johnson Space Center.” Koch 
said 
"However, the space agency 
has recognized that in some 


cases specialized medical exp­ 
ertise which might be required 
will not be available at JSC.” 
Boeing recommends closing 
that gap with a sophisticated 
electronic hookup between a 
Texas medical center yet to be 
chosen, JSC located 30 m iles 
south of H ouston and the 
param edic and his p atien t 
hundreds of m iles out in space. 
“ It would permit a medical 
specialist to be placed in voice, 
telem etry and video contact 
with the NASA doctor at JSC. 
the patient and the on-board 
medical crew m an,” Koch said. 
In em ergencies, needed spe­ 
c ia lis ts w ould be lo c a te d 
through a paging system and 
called to a console — com plete 
with voice com m unications, 
video data terminal and televi­ 
sion screen — to be placed in 
the chosen medical center. 
Boeing senior engineer Bruce 
J. Goss said the first-year con­ 
tract, which ended July 15, 
bought NASA “ the information 
they will need to go the next 
step, which w ill be system 
design and procurement and 
modification of existing sys­ 
tem s.” 
Goss said tentative plans are 
to phase in the new system 
beginning with space shuttle or­ 
bital flight 10. in the 1980s. 
More definite decisions will be 
made later 


O rb ital te s t flig h ts are 
scheduled to begin in March, 
1979, with only astronauts on 
board for the first few m is­ 
sions. 
"Somewhere in the end of the 
orbital flight test phase, they’ll 
begin to phase the elem ents of 
this thing in so that it will be 
fully up in the first few flights 
of the operational phase,” Gos$ 
said. 
The shuttle, like the Apollos 
and Skylab of earlier manned 
m issions, will be equipped with 
an elaborate medical kit con­ 
taining a wide variety of drugs 
and in stru m en ts for basic 
medical care.

An exercise in management- 
employe relations in the form 
of a congressionally passed 
law is in the works which 
cou ld 
r e v o lu tio n iz e 
the 
workplace in this country. 
The piece of legislation, 
H R 8065, is designed to es­ 
tablish the format for worker- 
company dialogues on produc­ 
tivity and other aspects of the 
industrial game. Culled from 
programs in other countries 
around the world, including 
Japan and several in Europe, 
the legislation is intentionally 
low-keyed and calls for no 
specific goals. 
Out of the 
dialogue would come, it is 
hoped, additional benefits to 
management and worker, in­ 
cluding increased production, 
minimized layoffs in times of 
econ om ic slow dow ns, in­ 
creased understanding of the 
company’s position at the time 
unions are calling for wage 
and benefit increases, and the 
like. 
Government funding of the 
program would be minimal, 
reaching a maximum by the 
end of 1982 of no more than $49 
million a year. 
Supporters of the program 
emphatically deny the law 
would substitute for normal 
c o lle c tiv e 
bargaining 
or 
bypass rights established by 
the National Labor Relations 
Board. 
Even though the legislation 


has the full support of the 
House 
Banking Committee, 
and in spite of the fact few 
would lobby against either 
productivity or stabilization in 
the work place, we predict 
more than a little resistance 
on the part of organized labor. 
Perhaps unions would be the 
log ica l agent or conduit 
through which the desired 
dialogues would take place 
between m anagem ent and 
worker, and that doesn’t seem 
likely to happen. 
In fact, it 
would seem to us to be a 
deterrent to unionism if this 
bill passes. 
Unions, as we 
have opined in the past, are ef­ 
fective, 
though 
sometimes 
regressive, mouthpieces for 
their membership. 
For their 
membership to be given the 
opportunity to speak with 
m a n a g e m e n t 
for 
i t s e l f 
couldn’t help any union’s 
cause. 
President Carter has cam­ 
paigned on the philosophy of 
“ getting 
to g e th e r ’’ 
over 
problems, 
feeling 
correctly 
that nothing stands in the way 
of progress quite like a lack of 
com m u n ication. 
To the 
degree this legislation will 
enhance communication at 
any level of the management- 
employe equation, we support 
it w holeheartedly. 
It is 
predicted the legislation will 
become law by year end. We 
hope so.

silence, grim ly absorbing the economic 
losses 
The thesis of our unnamed friend is 
that the harried victim s and potential 
victims of such crim es need to get up off 
their property deeds and do something 
about it. For example, take some kind of 
legal action to 
force restitution to the 
victim s on the one hand and on the other 
to make law enforcement, the courts and 
probation departments fully aware of 
their collective dissatisfaction with the 
status quo. 
Our unnamed friend would 
like law en fo rcem en t to be m ore 
vigorous in apprehending suspects, the 
courts tougher on perpetrators of crim e 
and probation more vigilant in making 
their wards toe the line. Needless to say 
all of the agencies would probably be 
able to document the facts showing that 
they are doing just that. 
Anyway our friend hopes to get enough 
residents interested in the project to join 
with him in working out a program, in 
his words of “ self defense.” 
Basically, here are a few facts. The 
victim can sue the person who com m it­ 


ted tne crim e, if he can find him or her. 
If the perpetrator is a minor, under 18 
years for example, the victim can sue 
the parents. A top of $2,000 an incident is 
set by law. Of course, if the parents are 
on welfare or in straitened economic cir­ 
cum stances. awards by the courts are 
one thing and collecting the award is 
another The probation department will 
aid v ic tim s co llec t court ordered 
awards, but once again, in the words of 
one official, "you can’t get blood out of a 
turnip.” 
Another alternative for restitution is 
small claim s court. 
A victim can sue, 
for exam ple, in Lompoc Municipal 
Court, for sum s up to $750 maximum, 
and that’s without an attorney. And I’m 
told the police or probation department 
will help a victim by providing the 
names of those responsible for the 
crim es if their names are known. 


They didn’t call a press conference to 
announce it, but D oree Webb, ad­ 
ministrative aide to Supervisor Robert 
L Hedlund filled in for her boss a week 
ago at a m eeting of the California As­ 
sociation of Supervisors’ Resource sub­ 
com m ittee in Monterey.

Readers may have noticed a signifi­ 
cant decline in the news the Record uses 
on fires in county areas.

Briefly, when the county fire depart­ 
ment joined other departments in the in­ 
tegrated dispatching system out of Santa 
Barbara, it closed up details that had 
formerly been available. 
Neither the 
dispatcher nor even the fire prevention 
officer, who has information if anyone 
does, have any readily available infor­ 
mation on fires below a Code 20 fire. A 
code 20 is a fire of such magnitude that a 
special officer calls all media, radio, 
television and newspapers. For any fire 
below the magnitude of Code 20, infor­ 
mation is scarce if not entirely absent. 
It's chancy at best. 
Needless to say, the situation is un­ 
bearable and efforts are being made to 
correct it 


and other criticism s and intended to see 
that funds are used as Congress has 
directed.” 
We have kept a close watch on the dis­ 
tribution of aid for a quarter century. 
The program began from the best 
motives; 
the American people after 
World War II wanted to get the world go­ 
ing again. But all too often, Uncle Sam 
offered handouts to hands that were only 
too quick to pick his pockets 
Nor has the flow of aid, as Gilligan 
suggested, always been channeled to the 
neediest. It has often been used as a form 
of bribery to keep foreign potentates on 
our side in the world power struggle 
But the focus has changed in recent 
years; AID projects are now designed to 
help the world’s impoverished people in­ 
crease their agricultural productivity. 
“ Rural developm ent,” has become the 
watchword 
Most of the programs look impressive 
enough on paper; the results are often 
less im pressive. 
AID officials find 
them selves entangled in endless red 
tape They forever fill out forms and file 
reports to Washington until they have 
time for little else. It can be even more 
frustrating to process new projects 
through the poorly organized, often cor­ 
rupt Third World bureaucracies. 
We sent our roving reporter, Hal 
Bemton, to Haiti last year to find out 
whether the needy were getting U.S. aid. 
He found AID officials living in luxury in 
fashionable villas, with swim m ing pools. 
The recipients, in contrast, lived in the 
most dire poverty 
Y et B em ton found thousands of 
children who would not have survived ex­ 
cept for U.S. grain shipments. He stayed 
at a small village, established by a 
Catholic nun. All the residents would 


have starved except for a daily handout 
of m illet through the AID food program. 
The foreign aid program is overstaf­ 
fed; the staff is overpaid; the agency is 
top-heavy. But in human terms, poor 
people have been able to survive because 
of American generosity. 
Footnote 
Solarz told us he has now 
settled his differences with Gilligan.

Our own 
sources say Gilligan is sensitive to the 
concerns of the poor and is trying to 
elim inate waste. 
Watch on Waste — Each year, the 
federal government spends a startling 
$40 million just for electric typewriters. 
Most of them are purchased from one 
company, the giant IBM, for top prices. 
Rep. 
Jam es Florie, 
D.-N.J , has 
suggested in a confidential letter to the 
General Accounting Office that the tax­ 
payers could save millions by buying 
more economical typewriters 
“My inquiry has shown.” he states 
“that IBM receives 88 per cent of the 
federal contract awards for typewriters, 
even though their machines cost $100 to 
$200 more per copy than similar models 
available from other manufacturers.” 
The letter charges: “Our information 
clearly shows that IBM holds almost ab­ 
solute exclusivity in the federal agen­ 
cies, despite the availability of com ­ 
parable equipment at substantially less 
cost.” 
Footnote: The General Services Ad­ 
ministration. which keeps government 
secretaries supplied with typewriters, 
explains that IBM offers higher quality 
equipment and a better trade-in policy. 
The congressman claim s at least two 
other companies offer typewriters of 
equivalent quailty for less money.

credit for the new weapon9 
The d irector of the Los Alamos 
laboratory, Harold M 
Agnew, has no 
doubt about the winner. 
The neutron 
bomb was developed here and he says all 
the fuss about it was much ado over 
nothing since such a w eapon w as 
stockpiled som e time ago and brought 
out and improved only when the Pen­ 
tagon sanctioned it as part of the NATO 
defense system 
“ Look,” says Agnew, who jokingly 
described himself as the house hawk, 
“ there are neutrons in every nuclear 
weapon 
Somebody the other day said 
that you could stand as close to the explo­ 
sion as 600 feet and hardly feel the blast 
Thanks a lot, and be my guest.” 
For purposes of selling the weapon to 
Congress for inclusion in the defense 
budget, stress was put on the way it 
would kill human beings while leaving 
structures virtually untouched. 
Ac­ 
cording to those who know the bomb this 
is in part at least a myth. The rivalry 
between Livermore and Los Alamo3 is 
certainly no myth 
In the competition, says Agnew, I 
would put Livermore first and the Soviet 
Union a poor second. 
Los Alamos is 
developing the m issile for the new sub­ 
marine Trident with its 5,000-mile range 
and MIRV warheads capable of blasting 
Soviet cities from an undetected position 
in the ocean. 
The com petition between the two 
laboratories is over the money ap­ 
propriated for nuclear weapons 
Rising 
rapidly, the projected spending for this 
fiscal year is $1 466 billion of which $443 
million is for research and development, 
$246 million for testing and $749 million 
for production and stockpiling 


Agnew makes the point that while 
weapons money has gone into the 
development of the unique project, much 
of what Los Alamos does has little direct 
relationship to weapons production 
It is devoted to the upper reaches in 
research and the quest for ever more 
abstruse particles within the atom 
Some of America’s most distinguished 
businesses, concerned scarcely at all 
with weapons, are at work in this outpost 
in the desert 
It seem s a millennium ago that the 
first postwar director of Los Alamos, J. 
Robert Openheimer, argued against the 
hydrogen bomb in the hope that an agree­ 
ment could be reached with the Soviet 
Union putting a halt, or at any rate a 
pause, in nuclear weapon development. 
The hydrogen bomb became the pas­ 
sionate cause of Edward Teller who in­ 
itiated the Livermore laboratory 
to 
develop it. 
What followed was an Am erican 
tragedy with Oppeheimer accused of 
Communist associations and ultimately 
denied access to top security informa­ 
tion 
Not long after the United States 
tested the first hydrogen bomb the 
Soviets followed with their own tests in 
remote Arctic proving grounds. 
In 1963 President John F. Kennedy, 
pressing for a test-ban treaty, used that 
poignant metaphor about the nuclear 
genie being out of the bottle. A test-ban 
treaty signed in Moscow later that year 
covered only atmospheric tests. 
Recently one of the most knowledgable 
American arms negotiators, with long 
experience at the disarmament gam e, 
expressed in Geneva the view to this 
reporter that 1963 was already too late 
for a test-ban treaty. A treaty agreed to 
in 1959, he said, would have insured 
America’s technological lead and the 
nuclear race gradually could have been 
slowed to a halt. 
He is extrem ely pes­ 
sim istic about any stopper being put on 
the contents for superiority. 
The effort is now going forward in 
Geneva, led on the American side by 
arms negotiator Paul Warnke to include 
in the treaty underground as well as at­ 
mospheric tests. 
While the underground tests have 
proved the more costly and difficult they 
have been no deterrent to the prolifera­ 
tion of ever more lethal and far-ranging 
weapons. A new treaty, or a supplement 
to the existing one, might well run into 
difficulties over ratification by the 
Senate. 
The weaponeers have shown 
how skilled they are at muffling the big 
bang deep under the surface of the earth. 
The competition between the two think

souvenir shops aimed at the 
thousands of tourists who visit 
the President’s home town. 
“ We’re trying to talk Billy 
into walking around through the 
stores maybe three days a 
week,” Hugh said. “ That would 
be a tremendous draw. The 
tourists would love it.” 
Billy has his own interest in 
tourism. His now-famous gas 
station, which has billboards 
advertising it on the way into 
town, is packed with visitors 
each day. Most of them make 
sure they can say they had a 
beer at Billy’s station. 
More and more, however, the 
President’s brother is seeking 
privacy. He doesn’t hang out at 
the station as he once did. Signs 
at the Carter warehouse tell the 
public “ no admittance.” He has 
moved his family out of town — 
something he planned before 
the election — to a spot away 
from the glare of tourism. 
Hugh Carter, however, said 
the attempt to lure Billy more 
fully into Plains’ economy in­ 
cludes dangling something that 
pours through the fam ily 
bloodstream — politics. 
“ You know, a lot of people 
would be grateful if Billy did 
something like that, a lot of 
people. I wouldn’t be a bit sur­ 
prised if he was elected mayor 
if he did it,” he said. “ A lot of 
people would be supporting him 
then.” 
The President’s brother has 
run for mayor of Plains twice 
and lost both times by close 
margins. 
Virtually every business in 
Plains, including the antique 
sto re, se lls the sou ven irs 
tourists want as proof of their 
visit. 
Much of the merchandise is 
tied to Billy rather than his 
brother, the President. Empty 
beer cans, ranging in price 
from 25 cents to $1. depending 
on the store, are sold with a lit­ 
tle white label that say s 
“ Plains, G a.” 
Several merchants said the 
fastest selling items are Billy 
beer mugs and shot glasses. 
You can find the words 
“ C arter’ ’ or “ P lain s” 
on 
anything from T-shirts to earr­ 
ings. night lights to doormats, 
chattering teeth and frisbees. 
For $200 one shop sells a 
toilet seat with $18 worth of 
coins and dollar bills sealed in 
the clear plastic. 
And for the “ dirt cheap” 
price of $2 95. a tourist can buy 
what is hailed as “ the gift of the 
year” — a pound of “ genuine 
original guaranteed pure soil of 
Plains, G a.”

The area covered includes the 
Rockies, the Cascades, the 
Sierra Nevada, the Wasatchs, 
the Wallowas, the Olympics, 
the Tenmile Range, the Tetons, 
the Sawtooths and others — all 
the high places in the West. 
It includes aerial views and 
closeups — panoramas and 
details 
Water is represented in 
widespread snowfields and gla­ 
ciers that make awe-inspiring 
shapes out of the single color, 
white. It is also in evidence in 
ice cry stals, icicles, pond 
coverings and numerous weird 
formations 
There are also streams and 
brooklets and marshy uplands 
caused by the melting of the 
snow and ice. And of course the 
swirling fogs that are such a 
part of viewing in and around 
the tops of high-jutting moun­ 
tains 
But Lowe has much more 
color going for him than just 
the various shades of water 
and snow There is, of course, 
the sk y. with blue-b ack- 
grounds high elevation shots in 
spectacular fashion through 
the clear air. 
And the rocks and the vegeta­ 
tion are of various colors, ad­ 
ding shots of great contrast and 
others of subtle shading 


Perhaps the most spectacular 
picture in a book of outstand­ 
ing color photographs is a shot 
of a small glacial tarn on the 
eastern face of Broken Top in 
the Cascade Range west of 
Bend.

World's biggest curtain call 


SANTA CLARA, Calif. (UPI) - It’s 
billed as “ The World’s Biggest Curtain 
C a ll” 
> 
If it doesn’t live up to that motto, the 
musical bill of fare at the Great America 
amusement park certainly takes a good 
shot at it. 
Retired troupers might groan about the 
exhausting “ two a day” of years past in 
the big time, but youngsters here think 
nothing of five shows a day. 
The performers play to audiences of up 
to 1,600 persons packed into theaters 
located amid such amusement rides as the 
“ Tidal Wave” and the “ Turn of the Cen­ 
tury” roller coaster.

“ I have a girl friend in Annie Get Your 
Gun and she says that’s easy compared to 
this.” 
In all, including stage hands and musi­ 
cians, there are 400 youths, with an 
average age of 19, who offer 20 different 
shows with repeat tim es scattered 
throughout the day. 
Terri and Steve Scott, 20, Huntington 
Beach, Calif., had just completed their 
roles in “ Broadway,” a 45 minute show 
featuring great 
Broadway m usical 
numbers. 
“ This either gets you in great shape or 


tears you down,” said Scott, who has ap­ 
peared in more than 300 shows. “ But after 
a while you gain tremendous timing and 
have it down cold.” 
A visit backstage bears Scott out. 
A member of the audience would easily 
think that with all the costume changes 
and set movements, near chaos would be 
taking place in the wings. But a suprise 
visit by a newsman found teamwork as 
sm ooth a s b a s k e tb a ll’s P o rtlan d 
Trail Blazers. The only minus came when 
the newsman opened the stage door in his 
sneak visit and let light ruin a blackout 
scene 
The man behind the shows that range 
from “ Bugs Bunny’s Magic World” to 
“ Holiday!” — a review of America’s 
regional music — is Gene Patrick, 36, a 
music major in college who now keeps a 
hectic schedule of deadlines and rehear­ 
sals. 


He holds extensive auditions, looking at 
10,000 persons before he cuts the list to the 
final 400. 
Patrick, who once produced all live 
shows at the Houston Astrodome, said he 
wanted to “ build a system of shows in the 
park so guests would be touched by some 
show at every place in the park.” 


Some people don’t have the sound con­ 
stitution needed for some of the thrill 
rides but come along to be with the kids. 
“ This way we have something for 
everyone,” Patrick said. 


Over-counter

Over $8 billion are spent on 
prescription and over-the- 
counter drugs in the United 
States annually. During the last 
decade, spending on prescrip­ 
tion drugs has nearly doubled.
